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CITY GOVERNMENT OF MATI GUIDELINES NO. 2 
FOR CORONAVIRUS DISEASE {COVID-19} 


Series of 2020 


President Rodrigo Roa Duterte issued Proclamation No, 922, $. 2020 declaring a State of 
Public Health Emergency throughout the Philippines. 

Also, the Department of Health raised the Alert Level 4, Code Red (SubLevel 2) concerning 
the outbreak of Coronavirus Disease (Covid-19) in the country and also confirmed the first 
case of Coronavirus Disease in Region XL 

The following are the updated guidelines for the City of Mali: 

1. In support of the National Government Orders and Issuances and the 

PLGLT Davao Oriental Guidelines No. 1, s. 2020 on Coronavirus Disease 
(COVID 19), all public gatherings, activities, events, seminars, trainings, 
assemblies, Araw ng 8arangay/Purok, "sabong", mahjong, "hantak", 

reunions, weddings, parties, sports activities, and other similar social 
activities conducted by public or private organizations/individuals are hereby 
CANCELLED until after the State of Public Health Emergency is lifted. 
("BAWAL MAGTAPOK-TAPOK"). 

2. All school activities, such as but not limited to school graduations, PTA 
assemblies and Brigada Eskwela, are cancelled until after the State of Public 
Health Emergency is lifted; 

3. All tourism-related establishments and accommodation facilities are directed 
to submit a weekly list of guests, including their place of origin to the City 
Tourism Office; 

4. Everyone attending masses and other faith-based religious gatherings must 
take precautionary measures to maintain social distancing; 

5. RESIDENTS OF THE CiTY OF MATI who have recently travelled to areas with 
known local transmission, like Metro Manila, Cagayan de Oro, Dumaguete, 
Pampanga and Bulacan, are subject to MANDATORY QUARANTINE FOR 14 
DAYS; 

6. NON-RESIDENTS of the City of Mati that have recently travelled outside the 
country and to areas with known local transmissions, like Metro Manila, 
Cagayan de Oro, Dumaguete, Pampanga and Bulacan, are PROHIBITED from 
entering the City of Mati; 
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7. RESIDENTS OF MAT! WHO HAVE TRAVELLED RECENTLY TO PANTUKAN AND 
TAGUM CITY, where PH 130 resides and was admitted respectively, WILL 
NOT BE TREATED AS PERSONS UNDER MONITORING BUT WILL BE STRICTLY 
MONITORED by health authorities; 

8. NON-RESIDENTS WHO HAVE TRAVELLED RECENTLY FROM TAGUM AND 
PANTUKAN will be PROHIBITED from entering the City of Mati; 

9. All agencies, government and private, are directed to submit a list of their 
employees with recent travel history in areas with known local transmission; 

10. All residents of the City of Mati are advised against travel to areas with 
known local transmission; 

11. All offices/agencies within the City of Mati are advised to regularly disinfect 
their respective work places; 

12. Everyone is advised to refrain from going to public places. CURFEW HOURS 
FOR MINORS will be from 10 o'clock In the evening until 4 o'clock in the 
morning of the following day; 

13. The Philippine National Police (PNP), Public Safety Office and Civil Security 
Unit will always be on standby to assist in any untoward situations; 

14. All Barangay Health Emergency Response Team (BHERT5) are directed to do 
daily reporting to Incident Management Team (IMT) City Epidemic 
Surveillance Unit (CESUJ for COVID-19 related Incidents especially 
Information of person with travel to place with local transmissions.; 

15. VEHICLES USED FOR THE DELIVERY OF GOODS, coming from areas with 
known local transmissions including Tagum City and Pantukan, are allowed 
entry to the City of Mati provided that they DO NOT STAY OVERNIGHT and 
subject the driver and helper to mandatory health screening; 

16. MANDATORY CLOSURE OF ALL PRIVATE ESTABLISHMENT AND PUBLIC 
PLACES from 10 o'clock in the evening until 4 o'clock in the morning of the 
following day; 

17. ALL PRE-ARRANGED TOURS (LAND, SEA AND AIR) AND OTHER TOURISM- 
RELATED ACTIVITIES in the City of Mati are SUSPENDED until after the State 
of Public Health Emergency is lifted. 

The public is enjoined to strictly adhere to the guidelines instituted by the 

City Government of Mati. 

Please be guided accordingly.
